Estates in Ireland. 



it is expedient to grant facilities for the sale 
of Estates situate in that part of the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland called Ireland, which may be charged with 
Incumbrances, -as. Ji£tez-me ntioned : fioto tfjmfore bt it &nacttb, by 
5 The QUEEN’S most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and 
Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this 
present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of the same, 
THAT in the construction of this Act the word “ Land” shall extend to 
manors, advowsons, rectories, messuages, lands, tenements, tithes, rents 
10 and hereditaments of any tenure, and whether corporeal or incorporeal, 
and any undivided share thereof; and the word “Estate” shall 
extend to an estate in equity as well as at law, and to the benefit of 
any covenant or contract for or right of renewal ; and the word 
“ Incumbrance” shall mean any legal or equitable mortgage in fee, 
or for any less estate, and also any money secured by a trust on 
land, or by judgment, decree or order, and also any legacy, portion, 
lien or other charge upon land, whereby a gross sum of money is 
secured to be paid on an event, or at a time certain, and also anv 
annual charge which by the instrument creating the same, or by any 
20 °rher instrument, is made re-purchaseable on payment of a gross sum 
of money; and the word “ Incumbrancer” shall mean any person 
entitled to such incumbrance ; and the word “ Possession ” shall 
include the receipt of the rents and profits ; and the word “ Owner,” 
as applied to any land or incumbrance shall include any person 
entitled in possession absolutely or in tail, or quasi entail, or for a life 
or for life or lives, or for a term of years determinable on the dropping

gender only shall extend to a female; and words importing sale and 15 
selling shall include the carrying into execution any contract for a sale 
under the provisions of this Act, unless in every case where the con- 
text or other provisions of the Act require otherwise ; and where any 
act is authorized or directed to be done by or with respect to any 
person, or any consent is authorized to be given by any person, such 20

being a married woman (except that a married woman entitled to
